Another revolution in the cyclo of 
human life and wo enter on the great- 
est and most liallowcd of Christian 
fostivala.

rest on which man relaxes from the 
cares and turmoils of life, suffers the 
best teelings of his nature to bo called 
into exercise, and joins in swelling 
tlie universal hymn of " Peace on 
earth, good will toward man."

evitably associated with the season, 
which brought such infinite delight to 
ovr blithe young hearts. *' Youth is 
the season made for joy we were 
young then, and paid little hoed per- 
haps to the empty ohair placed in the 
oirole by her whoso radiant face was 
ever and anon tinged with melancholy, 
as her eye mournfully rested on the 
blank caused by an absent or lost 
child. The very nature of the gather- 
ing is .such that in the ordinary course 
of cveiilH lime must ruthlessly disLiirb. 
Our griindfathors and parents caiuioL 
long bo spr.rcd to us ; uno by one the 
older bruiiehes uf iho t'umil}' tree are 
lopped olf, while wo in our turn 
Jaunch into the battle ot life, and tlio 
once happy circle is known no more. 
Fresh chains maybe riveted and links 
formed in the next generation in wliieh 
"we may play cons|)icuous parts, but it 
takes half a lifetime to efl'ace all 
traces of the past from the mind,

Thus it is that 
Christmas day, with most of ub, glad- 
some though we fain would make it, 
must nocossarily bo more or less mingled 
with melancholy thoughts. The young 
man who has left his home to tread

Am! who is there, be ho )-i)ung 
or old, who has not k tL ties more oj' 
loss endearing, — a toiid iiarent, an al- 
fcclionato brother or sinter, u loving 
wife, or sweet little ones, who v.'ill 
hreatho his nanui in uceeiits cf lovo on 
this hallowed daj '{ Yet what are his 
foeliiig^J eom[)ared with the mental 
anyuish of the widow niourniiig the 
death of a devoted husband, tlio 
grieved failier soothing and caressing 
his motherless iiilants, or parents with 
hearts seared and bowed down by ilio 
sevoro stroke of aflliclion i" What are 
bis foolings in comparison with the 
heartron dings ot numberless distrccsod 
iaWiiies in the crowded cities of Eng>< 
land contemplating the wasting forms 
of their squalid and ill-clothed off> 
spring, unablo to satisfy the cravings 
of hunger oven with the orumbs tlmi 
fall from the rich mun'a table? J5ut 
tho "glad tidings" proclaimod 1800 
years ago v. i oxtondod to all the 
human family ; the Star of BeJiIohem 
led to tlio ibuntaiii ot life; to him 
who bloHfoil the poor, who cuiiw'orLod 
tho atUicied, who gave to tho hungry 
the broad of life, and sot tho weury at 
rost^ who offered' na aa example of bis ioet. 



faith, purity, moeknoss, patience, hu>. 
mility, gentleubss, long suflforing en- 
durance, obodienco and charity, which 
enabled him to "endure all things" 
and to fulfd his glorious mission upon 
earth. To return to our own 
little sphoro, while our cup mny 
contain some of the ingredients 
of bittornosB, wo have really 
not much to complain of. Wo 
have voluntarily exiled ourselves from 
our homos, in the hope of building up 
a compotuiicy. fortune has so fiir 
smiled only upon a fow, but that bouyi 
ant hope which " springs eternal in 
the human breast," points confidently 
lo the future.

— From 
1868 to' IhopreBent lime there tmvo bct n no 
lees than thiriceo newepapcra publUlui! or. iln^ 
lilaiid, of which number only the Coi.om.st 
AMD CilRONiCLK survives. Oil t!i! niaiiiliuul 
there have betii si.v jourimls .-i'lai ieil, threu ul 
which only remain in txidiunc(;. 'J"o begin 
with the Ishuid : The Bniish Cdoaisl 
(brought into lito by IJon. A. iJcCos- 
nios), Victoria Gazette, and Vancouver Mand 
Gazelle, wore all started in 1858. The 
Vancouver Island Oazelte only appeared 
a few limes. Tie Victoria Gazette lived 
until" the fall of 1869, when iis pro- 
priotore slopped the paper and sold the plain 
to Ihe Colonist. Tho JS'tio li'aluiinstcr 
Times nppeurod in Victoria in 1859, and, 
upon the death of llii: Viclona Gazctlc, llie 
proprietors of the Times u;.iuiiu;il ihe title 
of the I'oriuer for a Ihree-d.iy p.'l" r, i ciiiiiiiiiL; 
Iho name of Stic U'cinniii't.r 1 uu-.i in a 
weekly piiblienlinn nuule up ■■vuh uiutLer Ironi 
Iho Iri-weekly. In ISfjS ii French paper, 
called the Counier de t'rance, waa started by 
a Count de Garro. It made its appearance 
only two or three times and then died. The 
Count was killed by the esplosion ol Uio 
boiler of the sleamer Cariboo, three years bub- 
sequently. In the spring of 1«(!0 iho A'. 
limes was removed to New VVe^tininater, 
where it lived uboui nitui monilis, wlnii ihe 
plant was sold mid iho iniine ot ihu piipcr 
changed to the Bntish Culu.nbutn. in Feb- 
ruary, 18G1— tho Gazdtc hiivint; died sovun 
months before— the I'rcss was Marled as u 
two-bit morniD^' paper in opposition to tho 
Colonist ; but il was soon changed into au 
evening paper, and continued to appear as 
such until 'he 19th of October, 1862, when 
the firm of Iliggina & McMillan bought the 
material and issued a two-bit morning paper 
oalled the Yicioria Daily Chronicle. Thih 
paper continued to appear until the 23 I ol 
Jane last, when lliHf,'ins .fc L')";: purciused 
the plant of the Buiru^n Coi.o.mm' and uiiik-d 
the two journals under the one iiume ol 
Dailv Briti.^u Coi.oni.st .ino VicToitiA 
Chronicle. In 1SG3, the Euaiiny Expns^ 
was started, and coniiuued to appear uoiil 
the spring "f ISO.i, when tho plant was pur- 
chased by the Free Trade Party for Mr Bell, 
who had previously .sent lor.lh an evening 
paptr called the Vancouver Times, and the 
two journals wore united. The Times and Ex- 
press lasted until August, 1865, when it vseut 
down, and was succeeded by ihe Post. The 
Post lived until April of this year, when it, 
too, kicked the bucket. After the ;irnalga- 
mation of tho CoLO.Ni.sT and Ciii!o.mc:!,i;, the 
Telegraph appeared as the ori;an of a 
cliqui in the Legislative A.sseiiibly ; bat altei 
a slruggle ol le.^s lliau si.K nionllis ii went 
under on Sunday last. At New Weslmina- 
ter, a fimall tov.-ii on t!io inairJand, there 
have been, in all, lour papers started, iwo of 
which now e.Kiit, viz, : the JSri'iJi Culumhian 
and Examiner— bo\.h said to be doiu<; well.

Mebsus. Editors :— At this particular 
juncture, when tho state of the Col.niy i.^such 
as to demand' careful and un/oinitting al- 
teotioh.to its fioaucial affairs, ^anU eoonomy 
aud good management in the administration, 
I hopo it can he said that tho electors of 
Nanaimo have done their duty, both to 
theraselvaa and to tbo Colony, in electing 
Mr Southgate to represent theiii in tho 
Legislative Council.
